one of the jaws i also, by the absence of one of 
tile trout teeth, the colour of the hair, and the 
turniBtion of the head and jail's, correipondiiig 
with that or the deceased. Several witnesses 
having proved thai the death of the demised 
wsa not occasioned by careleasnes* or ueglett 
cm the part of any on board when the accident 
cecuieed, tho jury found a veidiet. that the 
remain* were port of the body of (reorgo Hea- 
ven , who had bum accidebtally drowned.
